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Presidential Leadership 
The American presidency is in continuous 
evolution and its duties cannot be defined, ac­ 
cording to those who have tried to do so. Each 
president makes his own determination of his 
duties. The job is never the same for two men. 
It ma y be a ssunied that Dwight Eisenhower 
is still making his personal adjustment to the 
White House. The process takes time. 
It to o k ma ny mo nths fo r 
his predecessor, 
Ha rry Truma n, to o v erco me 
his personal sense 
o f ina dequa cy a nd a cquire 
the confidence his 
critics ca lled “ co ckiness.” 
Certa inly the Fra nklin D. Roosevelt elected 
to a third term wa s no t the 
same kind of man 
who ha d been elected to a first term eight 
y ea rs befo re. 
It is no t a lo ne the presidency which is in 
co ntinuo us ev o lutio n but the 
men who become 
president« . They must lea rn a s they live. 
President Eisenho wer, who sometimes has 
seemed to be a t a lo ss fo r the 
leadership touch 
in his dea ling s with po liticia ns since last Jan. 
20, emerg ed o nce mo re as an inspirational 
lea der in his speech befo re the United Nations 
Assembly last Tuesday. 
This is his best ro le. The Eisenhower who 
ha s ma de the hea rts o f men 
beat more resolute* 
ly wa s the o ne who dispelled 
the atmosphere of 
futility in the United Na tio ns with a half-hour 
speech la st week. 
He a g a in wa s the spea ker 
whose remarks to 
& ma ssed a rmy o f men awaiting the signal to 
inv a de Euro pe ma de his listeners feel it was 
a privilege to enda ng er their lives — the one 
who se palpable sincerity won and held friends 
fo r America n principles throughout 
Wo r l d 
War II. 
Leadership is surely the heaviest responsi­ 
bility of an America n president — the kind of 
leadership which can make men look ahead to 
the horizon, instead of becoming preoccupied 
with critical examinations of the back of the 
neck of the man plodding ahead of them. 
At a time when politicians are finding fault 
with the President, who fails in many ways to 
satisfy their political requirements for presi­ 
dential conduct, it is reassuring to remember 
that Dwight Eisenhower was not chosen to 
occupy the White House by politicians but by 
the votes of nearly 33.000.000 Americans who 
liked him beca use he w*as not a politician. 
He was a leader who had made the hearts of 
his countrymen beat more resolutely in times 
of trial. 


But N o Elephants 
An arrangement as logical as a circus train 
is now the biggest new idea in the transportation 
industry. It is the “piggy-back” loading of high­ 
way trailers on flat cars for long-distance 
hauls. 
The Wall Street Journal reports lively in­ 
terest in both railroad and truck circles, be­ 
sides the interest of equipment manufacturers. 
Railroads could use the freight business. Truck­ 
ers would be glad to use the railroads at the 
right price. The public could use fewer out- 
sized vehicles on public roads. 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
has been demonstrating the possibilities of pig­ 
gy-backing for a decade, with profit to itself 
and some four dozen trucking companies which 
find it easier to let one engine crew worry 
about long-haul trailers than to man each trailer 
with its own crew. 
The idea is new. It’s exciting. It’s dramátic­ 
as dramatic as it used to be when we were 
kids and got up early to watch the circus train 
come in with its piggv-back cargo of lumbering 
equipment wagons, gilded cages, bandwagons 
and the inevitable s’eam piano with the “per- 
fessor” standing by to test his arpeggios before 
the beginning of the colossal parade. 


M aking Safety Pay 
The revision of au’omobile insurance liability 
rate classes to reward safe drivers and pena­ 
lize reckless ones is only the beginning. 
Insurance thinking, having gone this far. will 
continue in the same direction as experience 
provides more evidence that automobile hazards 
are relative to human behavior. 
In some future time, not too far distant, 
chronically reckless drivers will 
be barred 
-from the highways. They will be unable to 
purchase insurance at any price because of 
their bad records. 
Driveis with a growing number of accidents 
charged against them will still be able to pur­ 
chase insurance but at such a high premium 
they will have a powerful financial incentive to 
Improve their driving habits. 
There will be a bonus for drivers who have 
proved themselves to be completely trustworthy. 
The risk in automobile liability insurance will 
be viewed like the risk in fire insurance, where 
safety is rewarded with low premiums and 
hazard is penalized with high premiums. 
The automobile insurance companies have 
made a good start toward rationalizing what 
has grown from nothing into a vast business 
since the dawn of the automobile age.

Once Over

What'll You Have, Ice Or Ice? 


The 20th anniversary of the death of prohibi­ 
tion has just been celebrated. You wouldn’t 
think that in such a short time so many wrongs 
could develop in the national drinking situa­ 
tion. 
Fears that repeal would bring back the old- 
fashioned saloon have been found farfetched. 
The saloon used to eject minors, keep its dis­ 
tance from a church or school, maintain a 
fairly decent atmosphere, provide an element 
of good cheer and serve a properly prepared 
cocktail and glass of beer visible to the naked 
eye. Nothing like that has been seen lately, 
except on the higher levels of cafe and restau­ 
rant operation. 
In the place of the saloon we have the kiddy- 
packed tavern, the 
package-store-surrounded 
home, church and school building, the dingy 
barroom and thousands of bartenders who must 
have taken an oath never to mix a cocktail 
the right way. 


Never has hard liquor been so available so 
openly so conspicuously, so carelessly and so 
expensively in so many places under so little 
competence. There are, of course, some cafes 
where standards are maintained, but if you get 
around the country much you will be flabber­ 
gasted to note the sloppy, sleazy, dreary, thor­ 
oughly amateur-night conditions engulfing tav­ 
erns and bars. 
The barbov who bothers with an olive in the 
martini or a cherry in the Manhattan is a 
rarity The fellow who used to mix a drink 
with care, take time for bitters or a slice of 
lemon peel and show pride in his work is al­ 
most obsolete. 
There are insecticides that would taste better 
than the cocktail you get in many places. Not 
even the ice and water are what they used 
to be. 
The mixologist, who used to maintain a cheer­ 
ful manner, exude a spirit of welcome, and 
prepare any drink you wished with the patience 
of a chemist filling a prescription, is but a 
memory. 
The saloon proprietor who seemed anxious to 
build up and hold his trade has gone with the 
wind. He is, if possible, more frozen-faced and 
indifferent than his bartender. It is easy to 
give the impression they are both catering to 
seagulls, not human beings. 


The amazing thing is that the decline in 
hospitality, service, efficiency and mood has 
come in a period when the cost of drinks has 
hit the stratosphere. 
Before prohibition a man could plank a nickel 
on the bar, get a glass of beer visible without 
eyeglasses and secure an atmosphere of friend­ 
ship and conviviality. Today 
he can 
come 
across with 75 cents for a cocktail and get 
nothing but a mood of complete indifference, a 
deep chill and a feeling that he has fallen into 
an abandoned well. 
There is a mood of sorrow and dejection in 
most saloons. All hands ceem steeped in bitter­ 
ness. Affability is out the window. The custo­ 
mer seems sore because he has to pay so much 
for so little. The barbov seems sore because 
the joint is still doing business despite his ef­ 
forts to kin trade. 
The proprietor seems sore because of a report 
a customer is loose in the vicinity who may 
ask for fruit in an old-fashioned cocktail. 
Yes, prohibition is dead and nobody wants it 
back. (Nobody, it seems, except thousands of 
tavern and saloon operators and employes who 
act as if intent on its return.)

THREE STEPS are necessary 
to get rid of moths: 
1. Kill the moth — the little y el­ 
lowish v ariety with abou t a half­ 
inch wing spread. Bigger v arieties 
are beau tifu l bu t du mb and harm ­ 
less. 
2. Get rid of their eggs by fre­ 
qu ent beating, bru shing and airing 
of clothes in bright su nlight only — 
or by dry cleaning. 
3 . Store clothes where a fu mi­ 
gant or aroma in a v irtu ally air­ 
tight place will kill any newly hat­ 
ched larv ae. Partly or fu lly de­ 
v eloped worms are harder to kill. 


L. L. OF STAMFORD, C o n n , 
who operates a men’s clothing 
store, writes to this department: 
“I hav e a cedar clothes closet in 
»its natu ral state, bu t it has lost all 
of its aroma. What can I do abou t 
it?” 
Closets or chests lined with aro­ 
matic cedar hav e been effectiv e 
against moth damage when they 
are tightly constru cted with wea- 
therstripped doors and when clo­ 
thes are free from eggs ancf worms 
when stored. The reason cedar 
works is that its aroma kills newly 
hatched worms. Older and tou gher 
worms will su rv iv e and chew. 
Bu t the oil from the cedar some­ 
times hardens on the su rface with 
age and closes the pores of the 
wood. In these cases a light sand­ 
ing with a fine grade of produ ction 
paper ev ery y ear or so will open 
u p the su rface, release the aroma 
and giv e the cedar a fresh, clean 
appearance. 
I 
For a really effectiv e cedar clo­ 
set, u se lining at least -inch thick. 
Use it on the floor, ceiling and door 
as well as on the walls. All cre­ 
v ices mu st be closed tightly , bu t 
paint, v arnish or finish of any kind 
will seal the pores of the wood and 
destroy its effectiv eness. If y ou 
hav e cedar which has been paint­ 
ed or v arnished, y ou can bring 
ou t its natu ral aroma by sandmg 
it down to the natu ral wood. 


MOTH-PROOF bags commonly 
sold, cannot be effectiv e if they 
hav e any openings, no m atter how 
small. They can’t be moth-proof 
if a clothes hanger hook protru des 
from the top, u nless the hanger 
hole is tightly sealed. Porou s bags 
or containers of moth cry stals then 
mu st be hu ng in su ch bags. 
Naphthalene and paradichlorben- 
zene — the two common chemicals 
u sed in moth flakes — release 
v apors of fu migating powers. When 
a room or closet is sealed, these v a­ 
pors will fall to the floor and smo­ 


ther insects Carbon tetrachloride 
is another safe fu migant. Placed 
in an open dish on a top shelf it 
will release v apors falling to the 
floor. A pou nd will fu migate a 4- 
by 5 -foot closet. 
Spray s applied with the u su al 
hou sehold appliances hav e not been 
rated as entirely effectiv e. Power 
spray ing is needed. 
It’s a good idea to set aside an 
adequ ate closet for storage of u n­ 
u sed clothing du ring the moth sea­ 
son. This closet can be sealed 
and charged with fu migant v apors. 
Among other things fou nd to be 
worthless in the battle against 
moths are tobacco, lav ender pet­ 
als, pepper, borax , cedar leav es— 
or what su perstition hav e y ou ?
